No 
one, however, who is interested in labor 
problems can travel through Europe ™ ith- 
out being struck by certain salieni, im-| 
portant difference between Ame rican and | 
European conditions. 
One of the chief difficulties in the way of 
making this comparison lies in the faet 
that in each country of Europe conditions 
are different. There is a greater varia- 
tion between the situation of the British 
miner and the miner ot Silesia than be- 
tween that of the British miner and tlie 
miner of the United States. One can speak 
only in general terms and can give ex- 


pression only to those impressions which 


are the most obvious and striking, 
Wages, measured both in maney and in 
what. monéy will buy, are higher in the 
United States than in England, and are 
much higher in the United States than in 


+ Germany, France or Belgium. 


The working day appears to be slight! 
longer in the United States than im Eng. 
jand and somewhat shorter in the United 
Btates than in Germany, France or Bel- 
gium. 

The intensity of work is much greater in 
America than in any of the countries’ 
named. There is less idling, legs dawdjing, 
“soldiering” and more precision wid

of labor is also far greater in the United 
States. The average American workman 
produces in a day much more than his 
European brother, and the higher wages 
which the American workman receives are, 
therefore, often compatible with a lower 
cost. of production than is possible in 
Europe.

tion, he is able to accomplish more and to 
work with greater muscular and nervous 
energy. Moreover, the higher wages of 
the American workingman constantly st'm- 
ulate tht employer to introduce labor- 
saving machinery and to effect economies 
which are not at the expense of the work- 
man. In addition, the great natural re- 
sources of the country and the larger and 
more efficient manner in which industry is 
organized in the United States, permit the 
American employer to pay higher wages 
without entailing a greater .cost, which 
fact should be borne in mind when esti- 
mating the advantages and disadvantages 
under which the American workingman 


labors. 


In Europe, as in America, one constantly 
hears the statement that the dollar of the 
American workingman does not go further 
than the shilling of the Englishman, the 
mark of the German, 6r even the france of 
the Frenchman or Belgian; in‘other words, 
that the cost of living isin proportion to 
the wages earned, Nothing could be 
further from the truth. “The standard of 
living of the American Werkingman is far 


from what it should be ina eountry of our a 


surpassing wealth and, great natural re- 
sources, but it is higher than the standard 


of living in England, and much further 
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ndvariced than on the continent. Tie 
European workingman spepds less on liv- 
ing heeause he has less to spend, and he 
receives Jess of the decencies, comforts 
and luxuries of life'than does the Ameri- 
ean workingman. He lives on Je<s money, 
but he lives also on less food. He has 
fewer clothes and they are of poorer qual- 
ity, and his lodgings, with some exceptions, 
are much worse. The ehief article in the 
budget of the workingman—food—is on 
the whole not legs expensive, and in many 
cases is more expensive than in the United 
States; house rent—which is the second 
largest item—is not much less expenxive, 
and in some cases ig more costly than 
woduld be similar accommodation in places 
of the same population in the United 
States. On the whole, the things which 
are cheap are those which do not euter 
largely into the consumption of the werk- 
ing classes or whieh do mot have a great 
influence upon the purchasing power of 
wages. 


The conditions surrounding many wom- 
en workers in our great American cities 
are so entirely bad that nothing in Euyrone 
could well be styled werse; but the pro- 
portion of women who are working, espe- 
cially the proportion engaged in occupa- 
tions requiring great muscular effort, 
seems to he larger in Europe—aud espe- 
cially on the continent—than in the Unite:! 
States. It is not many years since women 
were taken out of the niines in [urope. 
and as late as two years ago women were 
still employed inside’ the Belgian mines. 
Even at the present time there are tens 
of thodsands ef women engaged at the 
diffieult and tedious work of picking slate; , 
bove the surface of the English, Sevtch, 


work cleaning the streets, or are engaged 
at other *toilsome and wearying tasks, In 
many countries women still seem to be 
the cheapest and most serviceable bLedsts 
of burden; in some they are employed at 
occupations from which, in America, they 
would be excluded by public opinion, The 
prevalence of barmaids in Great Britain 
may be taken as a case in point. 

The spirit of unionism ig stronger in 
the United States than in any country on 
the continent, but it 4s weaker here flan 
in England. In the latter eountry labor 
organizations have existed fer so many 
years that the principles of unionism have 
been transmitted from father to son, and 
the organization can always count upon a 
loyalty and a love possible only after 
such a period of life. On the continent the 


unions, while growing in strength, are} 


neither so powerful nor so firmly knit aa 
are the American unions. The repressive 
measures of the government, the eonstant 
clash of politica! and industrial ideals, 
and the newness of unionism itself, all 
have tended te retard the progress of the 
organizations. 

On the continent, moreover, relations be- 
tween employers and\employed are not 
so favorable as in the United States. ‘There 
are, perhaps, fewer strikes, and there may

even be less direct friction, but in these 
countries the woarkingman, whether union- 
ist or non-unionist, is pot accorded the so- 
cial position which he enjoys in America, 
and his organization is not, ag a rule, ree- 

ognized or dealt with. Even in Eng!and 
the indepetidence of the workingman ap- 
pears to be very much less marked than in 
the United States, as one labor leader in 
England remarked, the Pullman porter in 
America is a free man, while the English 
waiter is a slave. 

In no country—not even in England—do 
the working classes possess the saiwe op 
portunities for voicing their ideas und 
ideals as in the United States. In our 
country most of the trade unions pub- 
lish journals, supplemented by scdres af 
other labor papers, while many of the 
great city dailies are distinctly friend); 
to the cause of unionism and devote many 
columns to labor news. In England, on 
the other hand, the larger newspapers Je 
vote scarcely any space to the doings of 
the workingmen or their representatives, 
and both in that, country and on the conti- 
nent there seems to be a dearth of intelli. 
gently directed appeals to the working 
classes, 

Perhaps the most sahent fact about 
labor in Europe is its ineffectiveness and 
the extent to which it was wasted. In al 
most every trade the output per worker 
is very much less than in the United 
The workmen do not appear to 
_ labor with the same nervous intensity as 
in this country. This is true of Eng. 
, land, and still more true of Germany. 
France and Belgium. There seems to he 
a much greater indisposition upon the part 
of both employers and workmen to intro- 
duce new machinery and processes and to 
adopt new methods of work, although in 
Germany there is an ever-growing im- 
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provement in this direction. A much 
larger proportion of the labor of the peo 
ple, moreoyer, seems to be deveted to the 
production of luxuries, or ef articles in- 
tended for the exclusive use of the rich 
In no country of Europe does the con 
sumption of the workingman play so large 
a role in the demand for goods, and no- 
where do workmen produce for their own 
class to the same extent as in the United 
States. For this reason the union label, 
which is so important a factor in Améri- 
can industry, is practically non-existent 
in England and on the continent. 
Another great point of difference le- 
tween Europe and the United States is 
the faet that im the latter country the 


labor population is constantly 
whereas in Europe it is largely 
ary. In America one nationality after

ANGLO-AMERICAN ARBITRATION TREATY. 

The adhesion of the American Bar Association to the resolu- 
tions of the arbitration conference which was held at Washing: 
ton last January, brings a strong ally to the cause of peace. | 

These resolutions recommended to our government (1) a! 
treaty agreement with Great Britain to submit all differences | 
to the arbitration of The Hague court or some other perma- 
ment tribunal; (2) that the two governments should agree not 
to resort to hostile measures in any case unti] an effort had) 
been made to settle the dispute by the court at The Hague or 
to. a specialiy constituted commission; (%) that treaties to the 
same effect should be negotiated with other powers as soon as 
practicable. 

The failure of the Hay-Paunceiote treaty in 1897 has had 
e discouraging effect in official circles, but the meeting of 
the Interparliamentary Union, the Peace Congress at Boston 
and the action of the Bar Association conspire to revive interest 
in the subject. There is reason to believe that the opposition 
of jingoism and the sluggishness of officialdom are giving 
ground before these emphatic expressions of the public opinion 
of the civilized world.

RAPID TRANSIT FOR ST. LOUIS. 


It is time for St. Louis to wake up on the subject of rapid 
transit. New York has just demonstrated what can be done 
in a great American city in the way of transporting its citi- 
zens rapidly and satisfactorily from business to home. 

The great electric subway, 50 feet below street level, which 
has taken four years to construct, is now open for business, 
and its first_test trip beneath the heart of New York was 


sponsibility. “Banking is an occupation in which,»men no longer 


made at a speed averaging 30 miles an hour. A part of the 
trip was at the rate of a mile a minute. This was from the 
Brooklyn bridge to Ninety-sixth street, a distance of seven 
niles, lacking 300 yards. The cars are of steel: there is no 
sinoke, and the system promises comfort and safety, as well as 
rapid transit for New Yorkers. 

If St. Louis had such a system, it would mean that the wést- 
ern limits of the city could be reached in about ten ngnutes, 
‘instead of consuming the best part of an hour, as at present. 
It would mean that all the suburbs, including those a con- 
sidcrable distance beyond the city limits, would be within 
casy distance and would grow at @ rapid rate, relieving the city 
of congestion and providing cheap homes for the workers. 

As far as suburban travel is concerned, St. Louis has no such 
thing as rapid trahsit. We have a splendid surface electric | 
nystem, but it is desperately slow and entirely inadequate to 
ihe needs of a city the size of St. Louis. And the steam rail- 
ways do not pretend to cater to suburban travel. It will not 
-do for St. Louis to rest in these backward conditions. The 
subject of rapid transit should be kept alive and capital sould 
be invited to take action. A satisfactory system would be a

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NEW YORK WORLD EDITORIALS TODAY 
PERDICARIS ALIVE. 


Doubtless President Roosevelt knows all the -facts contained in the interview 
with Mr. Ion Perdicaris published in this morning's World, and knew them when 
Mr. Hay tried to thaw the congeaied enthusiasm of the Chicago convention with 
his demand for “Perdicaris alive or Raisuli dead.”’ 

But to the public at large they furnish materia] for profitable thought. They 


show: That the ‘dearest wish’’ of Mr. Perdicaris is--what? To return to the 


shelter of the flag that floated over seven warships sent to save him from -the! 


consequences of his choice of a residence? : 

No; but “to return to Norwood,” where he has a beautiful estate, shaded by 
trees planted by himse}f and grown to maturity since he permanently abandoned 
the country whose navy is still at his disposal. That he has other real estate in 
Morocco by which he could not profit if he left his ‘domicile’ there. 


That he is generously dividing the honor of his protection between France 
and the United States. That he has no intention of ever returning to this country, 
because he and his family cannot stand “the American climate’’—there being, ap- 
parently, only one climate in America. The deadliness of the Western Hemisphere 
is proved to his mind by the fact that when he lived in New Jersey in his youth 
he had malaria, and when he tried to spend a winter on this side of the ocean 
fifteen years ago he got bronchitis. Besides, he needs “some amusement.” 

According to the laws of this country, “any declaration, instruction, opinion, 
order or decision of any officer of the United States which denies, restricts, im- 
pairs or questions the right of expatriation, is declared inconsistent with the fun- 
damental! principles of the republic.” 

Mr. Perdicaris may not have expatriated himself technically, but he unques- 
tionably has done so morat'y. When such a citizen gets into a scrape in the 
country of his permanent domicile, the interference of our government on his 
behalf might well be made as technical as the shadow’ citizenship on which he 
bases his claim to it. If a man who has practically expatriated himself, who has 
not lived here for a generation, and according to his own testimony never intends 
to live here, even for a winter, can nevertheless claim all the privi'eges of Ameri- 
can citizenship when it suits him, can have the American navy placed at his dis- 
posal and may even involve the country in war, we are living under the shadow 
of serious dangers. Our national peace is at the mercy of any one of thousands 
of adventurers, native and naturalized, scattered all over the world. 

The hot haste with which President Roosevelt sent a fleet to Tangier just 
before the meeting of the Republican convention, suggests the possibilities of peri! 
before the country if some ambitious president, in the midst of a campaign, should 
feel tempted to bid for the votes of naturalized citizens by a display of “energy” 
on behalf of one of their number domiciled under a strong foreign government. 

Nobody objects to the most vigorous protection of real American citizens, 
native or naturalized, abroad for legitimate temporary purposes. But that fs a 
matter quite distinct from frenzied activity on behalf of expatriated and, so to 
speak, unnaturalized or denaturalized Americans who have renounced the flag 
except for the advantage they can get out of It. 


“MUM ON THE SUFFRACE.” 

The Tribune reports Judge Parker's refusal to be interviewed on the ques- 
tion of negro voting, under the head.
